INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS EX. 
OEEDING CUSTOMS RETURNS. 


Pensions Amount to Nearly Two and One- 
Half Millions forthe Cugrent Month— 
Benator Cullom of Illinois Introduces 
a Pill Repealing All Laws Creating the 
Sinking Fund-—Senators Morgan and 
Voorhees Have a Tilt,and the Form- 
er's Resolution for a Select Joint Com- 
mittee on Finance Is Eent to the Calen- 
der—The House Committee on Rules 
Defeated. 


WabsHINGTORN, D. C., Sept. 6.—Government 
receipts are still running low this month. 
The receipts from customs yesterday, $79,- 
000, were the lowest forany one day since 
wartimes. The total revenues for the six 
Gays of this month aggregate only $8,890,000 
or only about $650,000, while the expenditures 
foot up $4,900,000, or more than $800,000 per 
Gay. Because the expenditures continue to 
exceed the receipts, the Treasury balance. 
which on Sept. 1, including the gold reserve, 
was $107,000,000, has declined to $105, 500,000. 

A pointed reduction is noticed in customs 
receipts, which during this month foot up 
$1,697,000, while internal revenue receipts 
exceed them, something unusual, in the ag- 
gregate $1,876,009. For the fiscal year up to 
to-day the receipts from internal revenue 
are only $1,500,000 less than custom receipts. 

In round figures the expenditures of the 
United States for the fiscal year to date ex- 
ceed the receipts $19,000,000, and this excess 
has been drawn on the available cash bal- 
ance of the Treasury. 

As usual, the largest single item of expense 
continues to be pensions, the payments on 
this account this month so far being 


$2, 400, 000. 

When the Senate met to-day Mr. 
(Rep.) of Mlinols introduced a bill, which 
was referred tothe Finance Committee, to 
repeal all acts providing for the creation or 
maintenance of the sinking fund. 


Resolutions were reported from the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections granting 
$2,500 each to John B. Allen of Washington, 
Lee Mantle of Montana and A. C. Beckwith 
of Wyoming, for their time and expense in 
prosecuting their claims to seats in the Sen- 
ate. The resolutions were referred to the 
Committee on Contingent Kxpenses. 

The Vice-President at 12:25 p. m. laid before 
the Senate the resolution of Mr. Voorhees, 
changing the hour of the meeting of the 
Senate to 11 o'clock. Mr, Voorhees said: 
‘*after full and careful consultation 
with the friends on this side of the 
chamber of the bill to repeal the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act, 
and in whose judgment I have been accus- 
tomed to confide, and whose wishes I cannot 
disregard, I will ask thatthe resolution go 
over for the present, believing that If we oc. 
cupy the time of the Senate carefully and 
conscientiously that we can make as much 
speed, perhaps, as by its adoption until at 
least a later day. 

The resolution was therefore laid over. 

When the resolution of Mr. Morgan (Dem.) 
of Alabama, providing for a joint select 
committee, was laid before the Senate, Mr. 
Voorhees gave notice that he would ask anda 
if necessary move that u be referred to the 
Finance Committee, 

A sharp debate occurred between Mr. 
Voorhees and Mr. Morgan as tothe right of 
tho latter to occupy the floor. Mr. Morgan 
asked if the rights had been changed during 
his absence, and when informed by the chair 


that they had not, said he was in order. and 
proceeded to address the senate in support 
of his resolution.

RULES COMMITTEE DEFEATED. 


The 100 Quorum Rule for the Committee 
of the Whole Abandoned. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The Committee on 
Rules presided over by Speaker Crisp was 
this morning forced to publicly acknowledge 
ite defeat in the House in the effort to lead 
the Democratic majority and secure the 
adoption of the rule making 100 members 
a quorum of the Committee of the 
Whole. When,the House resumed the 


debate on rules the surprising announcement 
was made that the Committee on. Rules had 
decided to abandon, in deference to the ob- 
—— of some of the prominent Democratic 
eaders, the rule upon which debate was 
nding when the House adjourned 
ast Saturday, making 100 members a 
quorum in the committee of the whole. 

Mr. Catchings, in explaining the change of 
front made by the Rules Committee, said 
thatso many members on the Democratic 
side had expressed iheir 8 to the 
change in the size 0 the quorum 
in the committee of the whole that the Rules 
Committee had decided to accept the amend- 
ment of Mr. Kyle, restoring the size of the 

uorum toa majority of the House. Auhough 
the committee yielded he wanted it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that the committee still 
Dolle ved the proposed change was in the in- 
terest of expedition of business. Neverthe - 
less it was not the purpose of the committee 
to force such a radical change against what 
was manifestly strong opposition om the 
Democratic side. 

Mr. Oatchings’ statement precipitated 
general debate of a very lively and enter- 
taining character, rticipated in by the 
leaders of both sides. r. Doliver, the 
young Republican from lowa, took the floor, 
saying that he was just about to 
make a speech in favor of the posi- 
tion from which the Committee on Rules had 
just announced. The intention of retreat- 
ing. He was sorry, be said, that the com- 
mittee had surrendered. The Democratic 
members ofthatcommittee had been in a 
fair way to enlighten their colleagues. From 
the direction in which they had en mov- 
ing he had almost begun to believe that 
they had been the unconscious instruments 
of the *‘odious’’ rules of the Reed Congress, 
in fact the authors instead of the screamin 
victims of that Congress. Mr. Doliver sai 
he counted himself fortunate to have fol- 
lowed in that Congress the strong leadérship 
that had restored to the House the absolute 
rights of self-government. 

remember, said Mr. Dolver, ‘‘when 
my friend from Indiana (Mr. Bynum) rushed 
like a madman to the Speaker’s rostrum, 
swearing he would die rather han yield and 
when the gentleman from Kentucky (Mr. 
Breckinridge) denounced as tyrannical and 
corrupt as brave aman (Mr. Reed) as ever 
lived in the tide of times. They ac- 
cused him of revolution, yet the 
highest court in the land sus- 
tained him, they accused him ef usurpation, 
vet he was upheld infevery rightof every 
member of the House. They have assalled 
his personal character, yet he stands to-day 
with his party likea stone wall behind him.

CONGRESSIONAL GOSSIP. 


The Federal Blectſon Laws to Be At- 
tacked—Capitol Incidents. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—As soon as the 
House has disposed of its rules the Demo- 
cratic members will begin their long-prom- 
ised attack on the federal election laws, and 
when the bill for this repeal has passed the 
Jiouse it will in all probability be pushed to 
as prompt a passage as the Republican mem- 
bers will permit. 


President Cleveland, itis stated, has given 
assurance that he will promptly sign such a 
bill when it comes to him. Even inthe sil- 
ver debate Mr. Talbott of Maryland asked 
unanimous consent to introduce such a bill. 
It was, of course, refused, and he may Intro- 
duce the bill. Mr. Fitch of New York will 
probably introduce a similar bill as soon as 
the rulee have been disposed of. Mr. Spring- 
er of Lilinois will introduce a duplicate of the 
bill presented by Senator Hill in the Senate, 
It is not improbable that there will bea score 
or more of bills, more or less verbose 
all having for their purpose the abolition of 
the entire federal supervision of federal elec- 
tions. Democratic Senators have already 
begun to prepare speeches upon this subject. 
The Republicans will use every means in 
their power to frustrate the plans of their 
Democratic opponents in this measure, and 
itis a foregone conclusion that the general 
debate on the subject will doubtless prove as 
lively as any that may engage the House dur- 
ing this session. Inthe Senate the fight for 
repeal of the federal election laws 
has already rogressed 80 far 
that Senator Hill’s bill has been 
reported back to the Senate, and stands well 
up on the calendar. There are three such 
bills before the body. On the second day of 
the extra session, Mr. Bate of Tennessee in- 
troduced a bill for the abolition of federal 
supervision of elections, which was properly 
referred to the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. On the same day Mr. Hunter of 
Virginia introduced a bill which was precise- 
ly similar in its wording to the Bate bill 
but for some reason r. Hunter added 
as the third clause to his dil to 
repeal all statues relating to super- 
Vision of elections, a bill to repeal 
the purchase clause of the Sherman act. Mur. 
Hunton has never given any explanation 
why he introduced this combination in the 
Senate. Mr. Hill’s bill contains less than 
forty words. At his request the Dill was re- 
ferred tothe Committee of the Judiciary, 
and a few days later it was reported back to 
the Senate with a favorable recommenda- 
tion, so that whatever credit there may 
ever attach to the parentage of such a Dill 
Will be ur. Hill’s.

The damage to the light-house system 
along the Southern coast was soserious by 
last week's hurricane that itis probable the 
light-house board will have to ask Congress 
fora special s ppropriation to make the 
necessary repairs. 

Reports received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment show that nearly all the light along the 
South Carolina cost sustained some dam- 
age, and while it was swall in some cases, 
on the whole the system received such a 
blow that it cannot be well retrieved with- 
out special appropriaiion. Reports have 
not been received from some of the remote 
stations in the South, but it is believed 
many of the lights, except those near 
Charleston, have sustained damage.

Speaker Orisp is a frequent caller at the 
Treasury Department. Two or three times a 
week since the extra session Opened it has 
been his custom to drop in on Secretary Car- 


lisle to ascertain from him the changing con- 
ditions of the monetary situation and to com- 
municate to r. Cleveland’s financial min- 
ister such new developments as may have 
arisen at the capital. Neither the Speaker 
nor Mr. Carlisle had attached any great sig- 
nificance to these consultations until 
lately, when they have found them 
magnified into a secret and mysterious indi- 
cations of some contemplated change of pol- 
icy on the partof the Administration. It is 
said that Mr. Crisp is now almost afraid to 
enter the Treasury Building, and Mr. Carlisle 
does notconceal the annoyance which the 
exaggerated reports of his doings occasion 
him. 80 far from intending to hold any 
momentous conference forthe development 
of anew line of policy on the State bank 
uestion, Mr. Carlisle, itis said, had quite 
orgotten that he had an appointment with 
Speaker Crisp and Messrs. Hall and 
Warner on the day in question in 
point of fact he had invited Secretary 
Gresham and some other friends to take 
lunch with him atthe hour named, and onl 
at the last moment remembered his appoint- 
ment and begged his friends to excuse him 
fortwenty minutes. And twenty minutes— 
just so long and no longer—was the duration 
of this now celebrated ‘‘conference’’ on the 
revivai of State bank issues. A similar dis- 
cussion several months ago gave rise to an 
assertion widely published at that 
time, that Mr. Cleveland had deter- 
mined to recommend to Congress the 
mposition of an income tax. That 
rumor had about the same authority and 
originated from the same source. As recent- 
ly stated in these dispatches, on the direct 
authority of a member of the Cabinet, the 
Admigistration has not discussed in cabinet 
meeting or out of it any new line of policy 
on financial matters, and will not enter upon 
the consideration of any new project until 
after the Senate has taken action on the 
question now pending before it. The pro- 
sal to issue notes for the seignorage on the 
Siiver bullion in advance of its colnage is an- 
other matter which is only in tentative shape 
at present. The matter was brought under 
Mr. Oarlisle’s notice by prominent officials of 
the Treasury Department about ten days 
ago, ana the fact was mentioned at the time. 
The matter has advanced no further.

Although the late war has been a part of 
the history of the country now for upwards 
of thirty years, ull the bills incurred by the 
States are not settled and every Congress 


sees some proposition introduced on the 
subject. The most recent bDillof this char- 
acter was Offered in the Senate yesterday by 
Mr. Allison of Iowa and authorizes the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to auditand report 
to Congress the costs, charges and expen- 
ses properly incurred by any State 
for enrolling, subsisting, arming, equip- 
ing, paying, transporting, etc., its troops, 
commissioned or enlisted, for the purpose of 
alding in suppressing the late insurrection 
against the United States. A similar bill 
passed the first session of the Fiftieth Con- 
gress, andatthat time the Secretary in his 
written opinion on the proposed measure 
said that: Such expenses as the United 
States would have incurred had the Secreta- 
ry of War raised the troops they should be 
reimbursed tothe States, and this bill pro- 
vides for the reimbursement of this class of 
claims. 

The committee thereupon recommended 
the passage of the bill and tt was favorably 
acted upon. It is probable that the measure 
now before the Senate will pass that body, 
but whether it will get further is doubtful. 

Mr. Allison also introduced a bill to refund 
to the State of lowa $16,899, the amount paid 
by the state to the non-commissioned officers 
and enlisted men of the 2d and 8d Regiments 


uniforms, which were afterwards discarded 
by the Government ana the men reguired to 
purchase blue uniforms in their'stead.

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BY THREE MEN 


Frisco Train No. 3 Held Up Near 
Pacific, Mo. 


Outer Door of the Throu gh Safe Blown 
Open With Dynamite. 


— 


THE ROBBERS FORCED TO RETREAT 
BEFORE SECURING ANY BOOTY. 


James M. Pennock, Who Is Supposed to 
Be One of the Robbers, Captured by Dr. 
T. H. Bond and the Trainmen—The 
Robbers Boarded the Train at Chelten- 
ham—The Express Oar a Bad Wreck. 


The St. Louis & San Francisco passenger 
train No. 8, which left this city at 8:30 last 
hight, was stopped at a point known as the 
Sand Out,“ two miles east of Pacific, by 
train robbers, Three men were engaged in 
the attempted robbery. James M. Pennock, 
an ex-employe of the road, was captured near 
the spot shortly after the robbery with two 
loaded revolvers‘in his possession and is par- 
tially identified by the engineer of the train 
as one ot the robbers. No plunder was se- 
cured, owingto the fact that the local safe 
was empty, andthe bandits failed in their 
attempt to blow the through safe with dyna- 
mite, 

The attempt was a particularly bold one, 
and it was more through accident than any- 
thing else that no momey or valuables were 
secured. The men implicated in the attempt 
showed no disposition to shed blood, if such 
a course could be avoided, but their com - 
mands, emphasized at the mugzggles of re- 
volvers, were delivered in such a manner as 
to lead to the supposition that they would 
brook no interference, The pas- 
sengers were not molested, the approach 
ofa freighttrain and the imminent danger 
ofarear end collision @ffectually stopping 
any design the men may have had in this di. 
rection, 

GOT ON AT CHELTENHAM. 

The three robbers boarded the- train at 
Cheltenham. They rode on the front end plat- 
form of the mail car and discussed and made 
preparations for the hold up regardless of 
the presence of four tramps who were steal- 
nga. ride on the game car, These men, 
Ernest Reisch, Charles Meyer, William Hall 
and J. W. Neely, were enabled to observe 


the men closely and can give an excellent 
description of the robbers. They are held as 
witnesses. Neely says that the robbers were 
on the train when de and his companion 
boarded it at Valley Park, a small station 
about eighteen miles from St. Louls, and 
sadysthat they were at first disposed to re- 
sent the presence of the others. When the 
train pulled out the three put their heads to- 
getherand held an earnest conversation in 
a low tone. 

After leaving Allentom fe three men com- 
menced te disguise the Vos. “Two of them 
— linen dusters on, and then all three tied 

andkerchiefs over their faces. The tallest 
one of the party then sad Go, and himself 
and a man who is said to have not been over 
5 feet 2 inches, climbed over the tender of the 
engine into the cab, and placing revolvers 
at the heads of Engineer John Weckerly and 
Fireman Donahoe commanded them to stop 
the train. In obedience tothe mandate the 
engineer at once applied the air brakes and 
brought the train toa standstill atthe mouth 

the cut. All four of 
climbed from the 
the round, where they 

joined by the third robber, who up to this 
time had remained calmly on the platform of 
the mail car. He at once assumed command 
and ordered the engineer to go to the door of 
the express car and demand admis- 
sion. To this the engineer at first 
demurred, but when a revolver was 
placed directly under his nose with 
an injunction to stop such foolishness if he 
wished to go home alive, he decided that the 
best course was to comply. In response to 
his knock Express Messenger Campbell, who 
claims he thoughtsthatthe stop had been 
made at Pacific, at once Opened the door to 
und himself looking down the muzzies of six 
wicked-looking guns. He had no time to re- 
sist or to retreat, andthrewup his hands in 
a hurry when so ordered. 

About this time it began to dawn upon the 
trainmen and some of the passengers that 
something was wrong. Several of them, 
headed by Conductor Kerrigan, started up 
the track to investigate. They were met by 
one of the bandits, who gruffly ordered them 
to return, a command which was executed in 
double quick time when a bullet was fired 
over their heads. The sound of the shooting 
effectually settied the ae of resistance, 
and the robbers were allowed to proceed in 
their work without further trouble. 


BLEW OPEN THE SAFE. 

While the train was being held up Engineer 
Wickerly protested, saying: No. 85 is only 
ten minutes behind us, and somebody must 
be sent back to flag her before she hits the 


curve or there will be a collision.“ One of 
thetrain crew who bad come up was then 
told by the robber who acted as leader to go

SHE WAS ACQUITTED. 


Drion Exonerated of the 
Charge of Forgery.

On Aug. 6 the 
town of Hakozakizi, Fukowa\i. comprising 
sixty houses, was also destroyed and up- 
wards of 200 persons rendered homeless.

An explosion in the Yebrainacoal mines 
near Sorachi, by which nineteen people are 


killed. On Aug. 21 eleven pligrims lost their

The district of Tung Chow near Pekin was 
flooded in consequence of heavy rains, caus- 
ing great loss of life and doing much damage 
to property.

GOV. TILLMAN’S WHISKY BRAND. 


He Insists on His Right to Register the 
Falmetto“ Trad> Mark. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 6.—If the Com- 
missioner of Patents had been acquainted 
with the never-say-die qualities of Gov. 
Tillman he might have known that the Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina would not abandon 
his efforts to register the historic watch- 
word **Palmetto’’ as a trademark for State 
distillery lig uors. 


Gov. Tillman does not at all acquiesce in 
the CommissSoner’s decision turning him 
down, nor does he fancy the manner in 
which Mr. Seymour overhauled him and his 
liquor law. 

is attorneys have takena formal * 
from the frst sitting. It nettled Gov. TIII- 
man thatthe chief of a Government bureau 
should seem to criticise the sovereign State 
of South Carolina and his booze distributihg 
scheme even — 7 so he talked back 
with a good deal of SP ce. 

In their brief for the State the Washington 
lawyers, who have been in extensive tele- 
graphic communication with the Governor, 
reviewed the Commissioner’s ruling with 
freedom and vigor. They tell him in effect 
that he got outside of his jurisdiction and 
— not pass criticisms on the State om 
cials. 

The attorneys for the State, referring to 
the Commissioner's construction ofthe dis- 
pensary statute, say: 

True, the dispensary act undertakes to regulate 
the liquor traffic only within the State; the act does 
not assume to apply to anything to be done outside 
the limits of thre state. No State probably would be 
absurd eneugh to enact a law designed to reguiate 
the sale of {utoxicating liquors as a beverage outside 
of its own limits. The State of South Carolina, by 
the dispensary act, legislated, and pretty effective- 
ly, too, as to the sale of liquors within its borders: 
bat it did not by the same act, nor has it by any 
other, fenced itself about with a Chinese wall of ex- 
clusion against foreigners. If a State can sell liquor 
at all it can sell like any other trader—to all ber- 
sons whatsoever. without regard to the question 
whether they live withig er without its boundaries. 

The attorneys forthe State then deny the 
ge ofthe Commissioner to construe 
the South Carolina statute, and,in the course 
of their argument, continue: 

It is no more ® province or prerogative of the 
Commissioner of Patents to determine the lawful- 
ness of the trade lu coanection with which a trade 
mark is issued thas it is of asimple recorder of deeds 
to investigate and pass upon the value er sufficienc 
ofthe munimentor title offered for record befor 
he shall record it. 

No stone will be left untured by the Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina to secure a trade 
merk and make it unlawful for speakeasies 
to rte se the Government article of fre- 
wa Or.

RAISED HIS LICENSE. 


Hiow the People of Troy, Mo., Got Rid of 
Druggist Gideon. 


According to Dr. J. C. Gideon, a physician 
and local newspaper man, the people of 
Troy, Lincoin Co., Mo., resort to pecullar 
methods to get rid of strangers whom they 
do not desire to settle in their midst. He 
says they prevented him from opening a 
pharmacy by raising the druggists’ annual 
tax from $25to$200a year. Wulle report- 
ing for a morning paper here,’’ said the doc- 


tor, ‘‘lanswered early in August an adver- 
tisement tor a physician which ap- 
peared in the Post- DISPATCH. The man 
offered me a position as manager ofa drug 
store in Troy at a very good salary and in- 
duced metotake a day off and go downto 
look at the store. When I arrived there 1 
found that I was principally wanted to fill 
out ‘*‘whisky’’ prescriptions. Troy, you 
know, is a dry“ town and whisky is only 
sola atthe drug stores by order of the prac- 
ticing physician. This man who owned the 
drug store wanted me to act as a go-be- 
tween for the public and the liquor dealers to 
cheat the law. I indignantly refused and re- 
turned home and resumed my newspaper 
work. A few weeks later I received a letter 
from another man in ‘Troy, stating that his 
drug store was to be sold on Aug. 19, and 
asking me to come down and bidonit. I re- 
Signed my position and went to Troy, but 
found the stock so badly mortgaged that I 
thought it better to start in business for 
myself than buy him out. 80 I rented 
a place in the Schultz property on Main 
street. I came back to St. Louls and 
ordered some $350 worth of goods for my new 
store. Returning to Troy I was surprised to 
learn from the landlord, that I could not 
have the store Ihad rented. I rented an- 
other store on Main street, opposite the 
Court-house, from a Mrs. Trail, I had this 
nicely painted and papered and when my 
goods arrived on Tuesday, Aug. 29, 1 placed 
them in the store and arranged to open 
Thursday, Aug. 31. The Council held a 
special session the following day,

payable every six months, to $200 per year, 
payable before — 2 in business.

His Fears for the Irfant Pig Iron Indus- 
try and Pittsburg Leborers. 


New YorK, Sept. 6.—Andrew Carnegie of 
Pittsburg, who reached this country from 
Europe last Saturday, does not approve of 
revision of the tariff at the present time. 

If the House goes forward torevise the 
duties on imports, that will certainly delay 
the return of prosperity. Even if the changes 
about tobe made were changes for the bet- 


ter they could not fail to disturb many indus- 
tries and spread distress, Pig iron isa most 
important factor in the situation. The 
Southern pig iron finds its market toa great 
extent in New England and on the Atlantic 
seaboard. It is hard pressed by foreign pig 
iron, which pays but little ocean freight. A 
decided reduction in the duties must neces- 
sarily restrict the product of Alabama and 
‘lennessee. 

Great reductions have been taking place 
in salaries and labor in Pittsburg. It is sad, 
but there is nothing else for manufacturers 
to do than to suffer loss in this emergency. 
The question is not how much the manufactu 
rer can make, but how little must he lose? It 
is the same with labor. It is sad, but I do 
not see how it can be otherwise than we will 
have a great many idle men in Pittsburg 
during the winter. Iam sure, however, that 
the manufacturers of Pittsburg will arrange 
to dividetheir men and give each set a part 
of the work that can be secured. Ofcourse 
nobody will be allowed to suffer for food. I 
fear the demand for rails until spring will be 
small, but in the end all will be well.

DEMOCRATIC DUTY. 

If proof is needed that the Democrats 
who are fighting the unconditional repeal 
ofthe Sherman law are defending a Re- 
publican protection bargain, it is fully 
supplied by the story of the way in which 
the measure was forced upon the Repub- 
lican leaders by the representatives of 
silver mining. 

The testimony of the striking of the 
bargain is credited to Senator Jones of 
Nevada. The proposition to purchase 
silver to the amount of 4,500,000 
ounces a month was flatly rejected in 
conference committee until Senator Jones 
threatened to kill the McKinley bill with 
silver votes, which brought the tariff pro- 
tectionists to the terms of the silver pro- 
tectionists and the bargain by which the 
people’s interests were sacrificed to the 
greed of special interests was struck. 

That Democratic Senators pledged to 
destroy protection should join in a con- 
spiracy to compel the country to suffer the 
ravages of one of the monsters created by 
this villainous protection alliance is a 
remarkable and disgraceful surrender of 
principle.

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THE GRAVES CASE. 


The case of Dr. T. Thatcher Graves rep- 
resents either an instance of fiendish in- 
j ustice or a curious study of human nat- 
ure. 

If a moiety of the charges made in the 
doctor’s farewell letters against the ad- 
ministration of justice in Denver and 
against Prosecuting Attorney Stevens is 
true the one isa grotesque and abomina- 
ble travesty and the otheradevil in hu- 
man shape. Onthe other hand, if they 
are false and Dr. Graves was guilty of the 
murder of Mrs, Barnaby his conduct pre- 
sents an interesting but repulsive view of 
human nature. 

Although the conviction in court and the 
evidence afford strong presumption of 
guilt, there is room for speculation as to 
whether the suicide and the final state- 
ment of Graves support the theory of guilt 
or innocence. On the one side it may be 
urged that an innocent man would not 
commit suicide, but, strong in the con- 
sciousness of rectitude, in hope and desire 
for vindication, would fight on to the end; 
that the act of suicide was confession and 
the final statement the attempt to win 
post mortem sympathy, give his reputation 
the benefit of sustained hypocrisy and ob- 
tain revenge. 

But it may be urged with reason that 
the spirit of an in t man may be 
broken by overwhelming persecution.

Graves had spent all of his money in the 
first trial, and had another to fight with 
increased odds against him and without 
means. Itis a plausible supposition that, 
hopeless of winning, he believed he could 
vindicate his reputation by an oath sealed 
with death. There is a strong inclination 
to believe; that the most infamous villain 
abrinks Foing to death with the 
crime of ury fresh on his soul. 

The truth is, the reasons on each side

If 
he was guilty it ismerely a glimpse of hell, 
the effect of which is heightened by one 
redeeming t and act the trace of aban- 
doned virtue and the hint, of a lost para- 
dise—his love and solicitous care for his 
wife. 
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VENDICATION NECESSARY. 

The evidence so far submitted to the Po- 
lice Board concerning the Maloney kul- 
ing makes a black case against Patrolman 
Lyons. It indicates that Lyons was under 
the influence of liquor when he shot Ma- 
loney, that the shooting was entirely un- 
warranted, that Lyons was the aggressor, 
that although charged with the duty of 
arresting immoral women plying their 
vocation on the streets, he associated with 
them, drank with them and accompanied 
one to a disreputable house. 

Unless this testimony is refuted the dis- 
charge of Lyons from the police force and 
his trial on a charge of murder are impera- 
tive, but these proceedings do not exhaust 
the necessities of the case. Lyons was ex- 
onerated by the Coroner’s fury. How did 
it happen that none of the overwhelming 
evidence against Lyons submitted in the 
Police Board trial found its way into the 
Coroner’s office? Was it the fault of the 
Coroner or of the Police Department? 
This point must be settled. 

It has been freely charged that certain 
patrolmen used their power and in- 
fluence to suppress testimony against 
Lyons by threats and persuasion. This 
charge is supported by inference at least 
in the testimony, The transfer of certain 
patrolmen from Lyons’ distriet to another 
district was a preliminary step to the in- 
vestigation of the case and the trial of 
Lyons by the Police Commissioners, 

The use of the police power to suppress 
testimony and defeat the ends of justice is 
one of the worst offenses against good 
government. The shielding of guilty offi- 
cials in any manner is intolerable. 

Chief Harrigan and the Police Commis- 
sioners have an imperative duty to per- 
form in this matter. They must sift the 
charges to the bottom and vindicate the 
Police Department by proof of innocence 
or the punishment of the guilty.

MGR. BSATOLLI’S ADDRESS. 


The address of the papal delegate, Mgr. 
Satolli, at the Catholic Congress is likely 
to begome historic. It is an eloquent and 
forceful plea for justice in social relations 
and fora resolute adherence to right in 
human affairs. Denominational differ- 
ences disappear in face of this plea for a

common Christian principle—a principle 


recognized as the base of all morality by 
Catholic and Protestant alike. 

The Archbishop acknowledges in this 
address the uses of liberty as an agency in 
the moral emancipation and elevation of 
the race. ‘‘In the name of Leo XIII., 
said he, ‘‘I salute the great American Re- 
public, andI call upon the Catholics of 
America to go forward, in one hand bear- 
ing the book of Christian truth and in the 
other the Constitution of the United 
States.’’ There is nothing equivocal in 
this. Protestants and Catholics may well 
take it to heart and accept it asa guide in 
political and social action. 

The address abounds in wise counsel 
which indicates a thorough understanding 
of the needs of the hour, the problems of 
liberty and the great opportunity afforded 
for the solution of vexed questions by 
American institutions. It all revolves 
about the conception of justice. ‘‘Jus- 
tice,’’ says the Archbishop, ‘‘is before 
all.“ © @ „ „This must not be a world 
of slavery where the multitude live only 
for the benefit of the few.’’ And in the 
conditions created and guaranteed by the 
constitution are the means for realizing 
this ideal. 

The sentiment of this address will be 
heartily echoed by all Americans, It will 
go far to reassure the public mind and 
quiet apprehension concerning the pur- 
poses of the delegate and the significance 
of his mission, There is no hint of politi- 
cal action or ambition. Only justice and 
mercy as the ends of religion and morality 
seem to be in the delegate’s mind, 
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FOLLOWING close upon a suggestion by 
a New York evening newspaper there 
come reports of Hastern banks refusing 
accommodations to their Western and 
Southern correspondents because of the 
course of Western and Southern Senators 
and representatives on the silver question. 
The latest example is that mentioned by 
Senator Vance of North Carolina, who pro- 
duced proof of such refusals in the Senate, 
The banks cannot choose a better way to 
„get themselves disliked.’’ They cannot 
more surely intensify the popular feeling 
against them and invoke a whirlwind of 
public displeasure, They may be night in 
their contention, but that is not the ques- 
tion. Right or wrong, the people will not 
tolerate any coercion from banks in poli- 
tics and will make it warm for any institu- 
tion which undertakes to prevent a free 
vote in Congress.

To Increase Our Trade. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Senator Sherman says: We ought toen- 
courage in every possible way the ex porta- 
tion ot our products, althoughI cannot see 
precisely how it can be done. 

Two or three ways of increasing our for- 
eign trade ought to be obvious. 

It is an old saying that those who want 
friends must show themselves friendly.’’ If 
we want more trade we must show a dispo- 
sition to trade on fair terms. No nation in 
Europe will buy of us if it can get what it 
wants elsewhere on anything like as favor- 
able terms, This disposition has been cre- 
ated dy our hostile tariff laws, which were 
avowedly framed to keep out foreign 
products, 

It takes two to trade. Commerce between 
countries is based on mutual advantage in 
the exchange of commodities. How can we 
expect to ‘sincrease the exportation of our 
products,’’ except as foreign nations must 
have food, while we raise high the barriers 
of our prohibitory tariffs, based on the idea 
that commerce ig war’’—that trade must 
be like a jug handle, all on one side!“ 

One other way to increase our exports is to 
untaxthe raw materials of our manufac- 
turers, placing them on equal terms with 
their foreign competitors as to the cost of 
production. Unshackle commerce and it 
will take care of itself.

What appeals to me as my most interesting 
experience as a writer occurreda winter or 
two ago ina little lumber hamlet of the hill 
region of Kentucky.
